The Fund receives a portion of resident and 
nonresident commercial fishing license and permit fees, and uses those 
funds to pay benefits to injured fishermen. The Council also reviews 
appeals of decisions by the Fund administrator. 



Andersen, of Sitka, began commercial fishing with his father at age 12, 
and has spent 33 years in Southeast Alaska fisheries, as a salmon 
troller, and halibut and herring fisherman. He has served as a director 
of the Seafood Producers' Cooperative for 18 years, helping build the 
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Sitka plant that processes two-thirds of its members' catch. He has 
served for XO years on the board of the Northern Southeast Regional 
Aquaculture Association, a self- sustaining salmon hatchery operation. 
He has also worked in tax accounting. Andersen earned a bachelor's 
degree in mathematics and economics from Western Washington University 
in Bellingham. He was appointed to represent District 2, northern 
Southeast Alaska. 



Bezenek, of Ketchikan, has been a commercial fisherman in Alaska for 24 
years, fishing for crab, herring, halibut, black cod and salmon 
variously in the Bering Sea, Southeast, and Bristol Bay, and 
participating in shellfish dive fisheries in Southeast. He has owned a 
seafood processing plant in Craig since 1983. He was a founding member, 
and for three years a board member, of Southeast Alaska Regional Dive 
Fisheries Association (SARDA) . Bezenek also served on Ketchikan's 
advisory board for the Alaska Department of Fish and Game. He studied 
biology at Concordia College in Moorehead, Minnesota, and holds a U.S. 
Coast Guard 50 -ton license. He was appointed to represent District 1, 
southern Southeast Alaska.

He was appointed to a seat reserved 
for a representative of a rural Alaska region or village. 



Ivanoff, of Unalakleet, is a transportation planner for Kawarak, Inc., a 
nonprofit arm of Bering Straits Native Corp, He is also a self-employed 
fisherman participating in the Norton Soiind herring, salmon and crab 
fisheries. Ivanoff is vice president of the Unalakleet Native 
Corporation board of directors, and serves on the boards of the Alaska 
Federation of Natives, the Bering Straits Native Corporation, the Norton 
Sound Economic Development Corp, and the Bering Sea Fishermen's 
Association. He attended Oregon State University. Ivanoff was 
reappointed to a seat reserved for an Alaska Native regional corporation 
nonprofit organization. 
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Suicide Prevention Council

He founded and 
served for eight years as president of Carry the Cure, Inc. Using 
donated money and aircraft, this corporation took a multimedia 
inspirational program to villages across the state, encouraging youth to 
lead positive, sober and straight lives. Donelson received his 
ministerial training at the ichthus Bible Training Center in Salem, 
Oregon, and has been ordained by the Assemblies of God and by Northwind 
Global Ministries. He was appointed to a seat reserved for a member of 
the clergy. 
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Moore, of Anchorage, is the faith and community liaison for Christian 
Health Associates, a nonprofit health care, counseling and social 
ministry organization which she co-founded in 1995.

Since Denall Family Services has removed therapeutic foster care from my foster son's treatment plan 
(without guardian consent???), but kept al! of their other BILLABLE??? wrap-around-services in place 
(Individual Therapy, Individual Skill Development, Medication Management, Case Management), whom 
shall be driving my foster son the 130 miles to his Denaii Family Sen/ices medication appointment 
tomorrow at 1830, and giving feedback regarding his behaviors and response to his current dose of 
medication? Who shall be picking him up from his Denaii Family Services 1700 therapy appointment on 
Monday, and who shall be providing information as to his home and community behaviors, particularly 
during his next treatment team meeting due next month? 

Since my foster son has never met Denaii Family Service's admission requirements, and the placement 
agreement has been expired for an unknown period of time, should DFS even be involved In any future 
decision-making or therapeutic processes? 

What exactly is expected of this foster home? What payment can we expect and when? If s been 2 weeks 
since the CEO of DFS removed us from our foster son's care plan, but we know little else beyond this 
fact. Since I will likely have to return to work to replace the income withheld by DFS, I need to have a fast, 
definitive, explanation of current foster care pay, and our responsibilities that include schedule and 
appointment requirements, so I may work the hours needed to support the needs of this family— that 
include a severely emotionally disturbed, mentally retarded, foster son. 

Please note: Denaii Family Services has a history putting foster children at-risk, as documented 
throughout my report / Matter, by not following their own policies, and ignoring foster parent requests for 
help. This persistent pattern of neglect and indifference resulted in the death of 10-year-old Steven 
Murray in 07/27/99. and 1 suspect there have been more children. I know of another therapeutic foster 
parent, who completed their 8**^ incident report this last summer, without DFS intervention or even 
debriefing. 

This problem goes beyond just this foster home.

I am very distraught over some of the issues that face Alaska in the coming years in 
regards to our Fish and Wildlife resources. It has become very apparent as I have done 
some research that our State F&G Dept is severely lacking the funding and manpower to do 
appropriate and much needed research and studies in regards to our Dall Sheep populations 



These are my concerns 



#1 There is a very large problem with the poorly regulated guide industry that is little 
by little controlling the access to many mountainous areas in all of our mountain ranges 
and preventing access to Alaskan residents by practically controlling the air charter 
businesses that work in their guide areas because they spend so much money with them. 



#2 The guide industry is out of control in their search to provide clients with Alaska's 
most prestigious trophy, the Dall Sheep. Guide services are working drainage after 
drainage lontil there are few Rams left and then they move on down to the next set of 
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mountains and repeat the damage they have already done ,' 






#3 NO state in the U.S just allows non-residents to buy and over the counter trophy tag 
like the Dall sheep. Rocky Mountain Big Horn, Mountain Goat, or Desert Big Horn , 
nonetheless for a measly $425. The tag fees needs to be raised and the ability to purchase 
one over the counter without a draw process needs to stop. There are not enough Dall Sheep 
in Alaska to support the desire from wealthy hunters from the lower 48 with their dream 
hunt , not once but many times, A draw system for non-resident sheep hunters needs to be 
established for every unit not just the ones that are currently a draw. 



#4 Amongst resident hunters that spend a lot of time in the mountains there is concern 
that certain moxintainous areas are severely lacking in sheep, yet no valid and current 
research or studies are being conducted due to low funding and manpower. Not even in the 
trophy quality classified units. The feds are ahle to support a 20:1 personnel manning for 
units as compared to our state biologist and personnel. As much as I attribute the hunting 
pressure and harvest of the guiding industry ,on the populations of our wild sheep I also 
see a huge need for some heavy predator control in many areas to protect the precious 
resource, our wild sheep. 



#5 Each and every year it seems as though more and more restrictions are being placed on 
resident hunters in sheep hunting units and the reasoning is both unsupported (in some 
cases) and or caused by the ever increasing pressure from the guiding industry. 



Governor Palin, I can't imagine that you do not care what is happening in our state, and 
as I see it Alaska has two major resources. .. .Oil and Wildlife. If we don't do what needs 
to be done we will surely lose one of them. I understand that their is huge revenue in the 
money non-resident hionters spend in Alaska but very little of it goes to Alaska but mostly 
to the same specific companies year after year. I know this is a lot of info and you are 
probably not completely aware of these issues, but Governor Pal in, something needs to be 
done! We cannot allow commercial hunting to reduce our resources to nothing and at the 
same time spend no money in research or prevention (predator control) and just hope it 
will all fix itself. 



i am very interested in the proposal process for the BOG and have looked into the goals of 
the very many orgs that are constantly at work to help correct some of our problems, but 
it appears that it is all in vain. There has been talk about creating harvest tag fees for 
residents rather than them being free. I support that wholeheartedly as many resident 
hunters do but the concerns are vast that even with more f-unding it won't be properly 
allocated for its intended purposes. And then to make matters worse there is the political 
issues that correlate with raising tag fees and voting and or the fear of not being voted 
for. I am simply in awe that we are so politically twisted that we cannot do the right 
things to protect that which is what makes our state so great and special.

'UGLY ALLEGATIONS': The new complaint to the APOC is ridiculous, her lawyer says

U.S. Senate candidate Ray Metcalfe filed a complaint Friday with the Alaska Public Offices 
Commission that claims state Sen, Lesil McGuire 's work as a consultant for Providence 
Health System amounted to "lobbying and bribery," 



It's the latest in a series of accusations that Metcalfe has leveled against McGuire, an 
Anchorage Repiiblican. 

Her lawyer, Charles Dxnmagan, said that the claim is ridiculous and Metcalfe's previous 
accusations have been dismissed. 
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"It is easy to bandy about these ugly, tigly allegations," Dunnagan said. 

McGuire described her 2003 work for Providence on state financial disclosure forms as 
"consulting and research." Metcalfe, who lost to McGuire in a 2000 race for the state 
House of Representatives, alleges in his written complaint that it was something more. 



"I believe APOC should require her to amend her description of her work to read 'lobbying 
and bribery, ' " charged Metcalfe, who is running for the U.S. Senate as a Democrat, He 
said McGuire was paid to advise Providence on how to get money from the state . 

The complaint also asks the Alaska Public Offices Commission to refer the matter to the 
criminal division of the state Department of Law and the legislative ethics committee. 



Metcalfe's original complaint to the public offices commission, filed in March, alleged 
McGuire kept changing her description of what she did for the money. The commission, after 
hearing from Metcalfe at a meeting in September, expanded the investigation to also cover 
whether McGuire had done actual work for the $10,500 she received from Providence. 



The commissioners unanimously decided earlier this month that there was no evidence to 
support the allegations. So they dismissed Metcalfe's complaint. 



But documents released as part of that APOC investigation showed that McGuire 's consulting 
job included working with Providence's lobbyist, former Rep. Eldon Mulder, on how the 
hospital could get money from the state as part of a land deal involving the old Alaska 
Psychiatric Institute. 



One of the commission members, Elizabeth Hickerson, said she thought it was a conflict of 
interest for McGuire to have been involved in lobbying strategy. At a meeting on Sept. 14, 
Hickerson wanted to send the issue to the legislative ethics committee to decide if there 
was a violation. 



But the commission members voted 3 to 2 to instead postpone the subject until their 
February meeting. APOC's staff and lawyer are to look into it in the meantime. 



Assistant attorney general Jan DeYoung has told the commission she does not think what 
McGuire did coxmts as lobbying under the law. That's because there's no evidence McGuire 
had communication with lawmakers on behalf of Providence, DeYoung told APOC. 



Metcalfe argues in his new complaint that is too narrow a definition of lobbying. He also 
argues that it is bribery for a state legislator to get paid to advise a company on 
legislative strategy. 



McGuire provided a sworn statement to APOC that her work for Providence did not involve 

2 
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legislation or health care issues before the Legislature. She also said in the statement 
that she "never crafted or sponsored a budget item, that, to my knowledge, benefited 
Providence . " 



Her lawyer, Dunnagan, said APOC has not found any wrongdoing by McGuire, while it keeps 
finding Metcalfe's claims against her to be iinsubstantiated. Dunnagan said APOC 
proceedings should not degenerate into a forum to say nasty things about public officials 
with no evidence. 

He also said Metcalfe shouldn't make baseless allegations against Providence. 

"No matter how he feels about McGuire, who beat him in an election, this is one of the 
largest employers in the state, the Sisters of Providence, " Dunnagan said, "This has some 
serious implications." 



Metcalfe filed his complaint late on Friday afternoon. A Providence spokeswoman did not 
have an immediate comment on it. McGuire did not return a message on her cell phone Friday 
night regarding the latest complaint. 



Metcalfe, who founded the Republican Moderate Party, has a history of pressing APOC 
complaints. He was among the first to publicly cry foul over former state Senate President 
Ben Stevens' consulting contracts. Stevens is now under federal investigation but has not 
been charged and denies wrongdoing.

Happy New Year. 

I am writing to voice my concerns regarding the most recent proposed operating plans for the 
AMHS fleet re-deployment in Summer 2008 through 2009. 

As one of the Captains aboard the Fairweather you can probably understand why I am not in 
favor ofthe change ofpuUing the FVFFairweatiier from the Summer Lynn Canal route. The 
Fairweather has been #1 over the past couple of years for having carried the most passengers and 
vehicles fleet wide. The public has been very happy with this vessels comfortable interior and 
greatly enjoys riding aboard it as well as the short transit times provided by it*s speedy service 
along with morning departures from Juneau, (ABY), that get people up to Haines, (HNS), and 
traveling North on the highway by 1030 AM. I find it a bit fiiastrating when AMHS establishes 
or experiments with some new or different routes with some of our ships to only have the public 
get used to a schedule for 4 years with reliable Summer service, (ie; Fairweather), on set days of 
the week at set times of the day that they can count on and then we do a major change up of this 
type as shown in the 2008/2009 AMHS Operating Flan. This type of re-deployment of vessels 
causes a major disruption of service within the system that greatly affects the traveling public 
and businesses and I don*t see it as an advancement or change for the better. I realize that every 
port would probably love to have day boat service with convenient day time departures and 
arrivals but this just isn't possible with our present fleet of vessels. I thought an FVF, (Fast 
Vehicle Ferry), was supposed to bridge the gap in Lynn Canal and take the place of the Lyim 
Canal highway and/or to cover for the time frame while the road was being built? The 
Fairweather is an excellent platform for this Lynn Canal corridor service and if s design is well 
suited to allow for a double run per day up and down Lynn Canal which equates to a larger 
slower boat capacity all within a day boat, (12 hr schedule), operation with reduced crew size 
and costs. 

So I imagine this proposed new re-deployment of vessels will probably end up becoming reality 
so before I get to far along I have a few questions regarding some parts of the operating plan so 
hopefully I will more fully understand the reasoning behind some of the changes. I hope I am 
not coming across as being opposed to change since change is usually inevitable and as every 
one knows AMHS seriously needs some changes. We all know that AMHS definitely needs to 
tighten it's belt and try and save where it can by maximizing some of the efficiencies that are 
already available to us if some of our present vessels were utilized to there maximum potential 
and effectiveness by matching the best class of vessels to operate upon there most effective and 
efficient routes. This is something that can be done now to bridge tiie gap as new road 
connections become reality and new types of ferries are buih and phased into the system to move 
AMHS ahead to become a more efficient transportation operation tiiat the public can trust and 
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reiy on and the crews can feel proud of. 



#1 If the Malaspina is re-deployed to Lynn Canal, how wUl it be set up and what are it's effects on 
the other parts of the system? 

a) Will it be a "Day Boat"? (How will crew levels be set?, will they run during the day and tie up at 
night - day crew/night cleaning & maintenance crew like FWX?) 

b) Will it be based in HNS? (If the vessel is based here and departs in the AM South to JNU then 
people heading North up the Highway from HNS or SGY worft get going on the road until late in the 
evening which seems like an odd time to start driving on a big road trip for most people!) 

c) If it is based in HNS what kind of a running schedxile will it operate on? A 16 knot vessel like the 
Malaspina class can not cover the ports of JNU,HNS and SGY on a full round trip sailing schedule 
within a 12 hr period so either some ports and route connections will not be possible with this type of 
vessel operating as a day boat with a single crew or it will have to run 16 - 18 hrs per day and operate 
with a fUlly staffed crew? If this were the case operating with a full crew aboard I don't see any savings 
from the Fairweather costs. In fact it will cost plenty more to operate a full size, (408'), mainliner as a 
day boat even if the USCG allows some reduction in crew size. In comparison the Fairweathers daily 
costs are about the same as they are for the 235' LeConte and Aurora class vessels but with twice the 
speed allowing it to bridge greater distances in a short time frame. So in essence die public will end up 
having to go back onto the slow boat schedule for longer transits between the ports that were previously 
served by convenient fast ferry day boat service? This type of route is ideal for an HSC since they are 
mainly designed to be most efficient on short to medium distance routes with high volume traffic flow. 
Out of all the routes in the system the Lynn Canal route fits this description and the FVF Fairweather 
HSC class vessels are best kept on this route. A high speed craft day boat can't be put onto the 
Bellingham route due to it's distance of route and not having any staterooms. But a large 16 knot ship 
with overnight accommodations for handling long distance passage type routes is ideal and the 
Malaspina fits that description. The Malaspina never had the SOLAS upgrades done aboard it so it 
cannot operate into a foreign port, (ie; Prince Rupert). But it can operate through foreign waters which 
works out excellent for operations on the Bellingham route. 

d) Last but not least by re-deploying the Malaspina onto the Lynn Canal route the system looses a much 
needed vessel on the previously established second vessel sailing to/from the port of Bellingham. This 
second vessel has been operating for the past 5 years along with the Columbia on the Bellingham run 
since the Columbia had previoxjsly been selling out weekly over the Summer and the system was turning 
away traffic/commerce tiiat wanted to get North to Alaska via Ferry. So as this extra ferry was added to 
take up the slack it started out with light to medium loads but as it established itself the loads have 
steadily increased with 50%- 75% loads over most of the Summer season. So I think going back to a 
single BeUingham ship, (Columbia), once per week is a move back words in providing a service to the 
public as well as bringing in revenue for the system. 

#2 With the Fairweather being re-deployed onto the JNU/SIT/JNU run 5 days per week what 
effects will this have for the FWX and other vessels within the fleet? 

a) Past Fairweather JUN/SIT Summer loads have generally been light so going from the previo\is 2 or 3 
days to Sitka per week to 5 for the Summer season doesn't se^m very cost effective unless some of the 
other ships in the fleet are re routed off the Sitka route. 

b) If other ships are taken off the Sitka route so the FWX can haul there loads then this will justify the 
added runs between Juneau, (AB Y), and Sitka, (SIT). This would also free up those main line vessels 
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that don*t stop in Sitka to add additional runs elsewhere within the system possibly using the added 
available remaining time they will have in there schedule each week. Also, without those mainline 
vessels not having to run through Sergius Narrows to Sitka ihey mil eliminate the variable that was 
caused in the schedules in having to make the transits at or near slack water. These main liners would 
then only have to contend with tiie lack of enough water depth, (Most mainline ferries require a 
minimum holdover of tidal stage to safely transit Wrangell Narrows ), depending on the tidal stage for 
transits of Wrangell Narrows as being the only real variable for there schedules. So there could be some 
positive outcome from having the Fairweather running more to Sitka as long as other scheduling 
changes are made within the fleet between certain vessels and coordinated to maximize the use of the 
added runs on the FWX schedule. 

#3 With the Fairweather being re-deployed onto the JNU/PSG/PSG run 2 days per week what 
effects will this have for the FWX and other vessels within the fleet? 

a) This run in the Summer always could have been a possibility once or twice a week for the FWX as a 
supplement to the schedule if it could be coordinated to fit with other vessels to allow routing of 
passengers for through traffic directly to or from PSG and ABY and connecting with other vessels that 
may be destined for other ports? 

b) One possibility is if a North bound main liner say from Bellingham or Prince Rupert had stopped 
through PSG and dropped off passengers that were headed North to JNU or HNS or SGY, The 
Mainliner could then head North West towards SIT and then to JNU. This takes an extra day for 
passengers headed for JNU via that routing so if they got off tiie ship in PSG v^thin a few hours of our 
arrival from JNU then they codd ride the FWX North boxmd direct to JNU and/or catch the day boat up 
Lynn Canal the next day if that is there eventual destination. The same could happen the other direction 
if a mainliner or the Lynn Canal day boat brings passengers and vehicles South to JNU then we could 
take some of those people South to PSG to connect with either the IFA ferry at South Mitkof or possibly 
get picked up on the next South bound mainliner tiiat was coming South via Sitka to PSG and servicing 
other Ports to the South? 

So these are just a few thought to consider as well as some questions on how some of this new plan 
may play out depending upon the particulars of how it is all synchronized and put together for fiiU 
operation. 

Before I finish I would like to throw out some possible modifications/changes to this new re-deployment 
plan to possibly reduce some of the impacts that it may have on other parts of the system, (vessels in the 
fleet), and it's communities that are served. 

Columbia - No Change, keep this largest vessel in the fleet on the Bellingham run schedule with the 
usual Sitka Stop S/B and Friday departures out of Bellingham. Also as the loads have been increasing 
out of Bellingham in the Winter months over the past few years I think at times when the run is sold out, 
(like when the smaller Malaspina or Matanuska is put on the Bellingham Winter run especially around 
Thanksgiving and Christmas), we have been turning away potential traffic/revenue that could have been 
accommodated if the Columbia was utilized year round or at least for 9 months of the year. It also has 
more comfortable interior accommodations as well as a sit down dining room that the locals enjoy when 
they get a chance to travel aboard the Colxnnbia as well as a much better ride during the rough Winter 
weather open water transits. 

Matanuska - Putthis vessel on the Bellingham run to take the place of the Malaspina's past running 
schedule that was established by the Malaspina over the previous 5 years. This is a much needed run to 
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continue with as noted above. The Matanuska in the past and present has been deployed on the Prince 
Rupert route. The Matanuska has been under utilized on the Prince Rupert run since traffic from that 
port has been declining and has been very light over the past 10 years even in the Sununer, Operate the 
Matanuska with the Sitka stop on if s N/B voyage opposite of the Columbia's Bellingham schedule 
staying with the original Tuesday departures out of Bellingham. 

Taku - Keep this vessel on the Prince Rupert run with 3 stops there weekly* This vessel is perfectly 
suited to handle the loads and it is a SOLAS vessel so it is not a problem for the YPR run. liiis could be 
done by running YPR/KTN/WRG/PSG/JNU and return. This woidd take approximately 28 hrs 
including port time and with turn a rounds in JNU and YPR this would equal 56 hrs for a foil round trip 
X 3 equals 1 68 hrs which equal 7 days per week times 24 hrs per day. So it could work. The JNU 
tum^ound would then allow the Malaspina day boat to take fte Taloi load North to the Lynn Canal 
ports. This extra stop each week in YPR would make up for the Matanuska not running there and if 
needed the Matanuska could possibly make a stop N/B from Bellingham at YPR to pick up additional 
traffic. It does make for a loading headache in Bellingham at tinaes for the YPR stop but tiiis stop on the 
Bellingham route has been done before and the Matanuska is SOLAS so it is not a problem to go into 
YPR as would have been a problem if the Malaspina was on the Bellingham run. 

Kennicott - If the running of tiiis vessel for 2 weeks only and then tie up in KTN for 2 weeks during 
the Summer on the cross gulf service is the plan tiien on one of the passes through S.E. Alaska it could 
run into YPR to bring additional loads North possibly to PSG where the FWX wovild tiien take them on 
to JNU? I thought this vessel had good loads on the past few summer cross gulf runs to justify it's 
operation all summer on a full running schedule so it seems a mystery why we are only wanting to run it 
half the time under the new operating plan but I guess we all have to make sacrifices some where to try 
and save some money within the system! Somehow tyeing up vessels in the busy Summer season just 
doesn't seem like the place to make cuts in the budget? 

LeConte - Keep this one as a day boat out of the JNU base running to the out ports and villages daily. 
Create a consistent and reliable schedule for it's Summer and Winter operation and then leave it's 
schedule alone for a few years. It doesn*t have to contend with any tides or currents along it's day boat 
route so there is no reason we can't have a steady and consistent schedule for this vessel that the public 
can coxmt on and make there travel plans around. 

Malaspina - North Lynn Canal route, (day boat?). As noted above in voicing my concerns I don't fully 
agree with this vessel being re deployed onto this route in place of the FWX but if it has to happen then 
some of my other notes of modifications to the vessels of tiie fleet could possibly mesh together and 
there may then be some viability in the operating plan. For maximum convenience to the public it 
would be nice to base the Malaspina in Juneau- ABY to allow for morning departures like when the 
Malaspina was used on this same route for 2 Summers approximately 5 years ago. I realize there is 
limited dock space but with proper scheduling of other vessels in and out of ABY it could be a 
possibility. If the vessel was staffed with a limited size, (actual day boat crew), and was only able to 
operate 12 hrs per day with a night cleaning and maintenance crew aboard at night like the FWX then 
it's route each day would be limited. It would probably have to go ABY/HNS/ABY on one day and then 
ABY/SGY/ABY the next day alternating through the week with no inter port service running between 
Haines and Skagway? If the vessel is based in HNS as I believe is the plan then runs between HNS and 
SGY are possible and the eventually a run would be made fi'om HNS to ABY and return. Of course if it 
is run as a day boat with limited crew then options on routing within a 12 hour day become very limited 
so the effective use of the vessel verses the costs have to be heavily weighed in these circumstances. 
With a fully staffed vessel then it would have the potential to run tiie full Lynn Canal route stopping at 
all the ports both North and South and making the run daily all summer, (16-18 hrs required for the full 
route @ 16 kts with port time included), as it did approximately 5 years ago before the Fairweather was 
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constructed. So the options have to be looked at carefully and once it is established if it works out then 
it should be left in place for another consistent route even if ifs only a seasonal boat route at least the 
public can make plans around it well in advance. 

Fairweather - As noted in my above comments Tm not wild about the planned re deployment of the 
Fairweather off the Lynn Canal run and having it's new route as ABY/SIT/ABY x 5 per week plus 
ABY/PSG/ABY x 2 per week. But if this is what we have to work with tiien the rest of the fleet 
schedules need to be adjusted to drop some of the Sitka runs to have the FWX carry those loads out to 
Sitka as a feeder vessel from the AB Y hub to justify all those runs on a route that over past Summers 
hasn't generally carried very much traffic while serviced by the FWX. Also meshing a mainliner near or 
around one of the weekly runs from ABY to PSG could produce a reasonable direct access route with 
that traffic North to ABY and eventually up the Lynn Canal the following day from the day boat 
Malaspina? Another option for the PSG route since there is enough time in the schedule would be to 
make a stop in KAKE. On one trip we could swing in to Kake South bound on the way to PSG and 
then on the next trip make the stop Northbound from PSG to Kake. So there are many options for this 
vessel. The same thing could be done eventually at Hoonah with minor dock modifications or if the 
dock was set up properly in Angoon with a ramp on a floating stem berth we could provide service there 
with the Fairweather. So the speed of these vessels can connect great distances in relatively short time 
to allow many options and still keeping within a day boat operation with limited hours of operation and 
limited crew size. A very flexible flyer of which it's full potential is still being under utilized. 

Lituya - Stay with it's designed KTN/MET/KTN routing with multiple sailings per day especially in 
the Summer months. I think the denial of the sale of the Saxman seaport facility property could actually 
turn out to be a good thing. If we would have ended up with another small separate terminal to maintain 
as well as shifdng terminal staff from the main KTN terminal out to Saxman and back many times per 
day seems a bit ridiculous to only service one vessels needs. Once the full Waldon Pt./Annette Bay road 
project and dock are in full operation they create such a savings in vessel run time on that route that the 
difference of :15-:20 minutes saved by making the stop at Saxman seaport dock as opposed to running to 
the main KTN terminal dock doesn't quite seem worth the cost that would have to be invested into more 
dock infrastructure to make it all work out. 

Tustumena - Even after 40 years this vessel still seems to fit the route for the South West system and 
Prince William Sound routes. Eventually a replacement will have to be considered and it's great that we 
do have the Kennicott which is an Ocean rated vessel like the Tusty and can also fill in on some of the 
routes and access some of the same ports if relief is needed on some of those runs. So no changes here 
since the schedules have generally been steady and reliable unlike the weather. 

Chenega - This High Speed Craft, (HSC), vessel is working out great in Prince William Sound running 
out of the base port of Cordova each day serving the ports of Valdez and Whittier daily but in alternating 
directions each day. This service has been well received with good loads for most of tiie Summer. It 
operates in a day boat fashion set up like the Fairweather for it's hours of operation and crewing size. 
This vessel works out great on the seasonal PWS route and tiien as Winter relief on the S.E. Alaska 
routes while the Fairweather is out of service for it's annual shipyard maintenance. 

Aurora - This vessel gives added service in Prince William Sound in the Summer months based out of 
the Port of Valdez providing a daily connection to Whittier. I believe this schedule has been working 
reasonably well alttiough I'm not sure with the Chenega running in the sound also and servicing all the 
main ports in PWS daily that this extra service is fiilly justified. The vessel may provide better service 
else wear within the system although at this time I'm not sure where that might be! The Aurora does 
serve as an excellent Winter vessel for the PWS area, (while the Chenega is in the shipyard or covering 
for the Fairweather), since it is a steel vessel and can deal better with the rough weather and the ice 
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encounters that are experienced along the PWS routes. 



So these are some of the possible potential adjustments/changes that I think should be considered if the 
new proposed AMHS Operating Plaris are going to be put into action, I feel that some of the ideas may 
lessen the impact that may occur if the presently proposed operating plan for 2008/2009 is put in place. 

In all reality to really get this operation on track I feel we need to stop chasing all the different needs of 
all the different user groups which ends up sending the vessels on constantly changing routes wilii 
limited or no consistency from year to year and season to season. Having no reliable consistency is 
where I think the heart of a lot of oxir problems stem from. When Alaska Airlines services most towns 
in Alaska they have steady year round core schedules that don't change. During the Spring and Fall 
shoulder months as service needs increase or decrease additional flights are added or are taken away as 
service needs dictate. And in the Summer months they ramp up to full operation to by adding extra 
seasonal flights to handle the additional loads. But the base core routes tiiat run in the Fall, Winter, 
Spring and Summer never changes those routes are always a constant The only changes occur during 
the addition of extra routes that are in addition to the base core schedule routes. And then of course the 
same ttdng goes fpr the full ramp up of added aircraft and routes during the peak load requirements of 
the Sumimer. This is exactly what the AMHS needs to try and get into place on our schedulmg. 
Consistent and reliable service. These schedules should be steady year in and year out with a reliable 
and steady core route system of Winter service and then seasonal ramp up/rmnp down on the shoulder 
season with full phase in of the fleet during the entire Summer season, (May 1 - September 30). With 
this consistent and reliable core scheduling all users have something they can make plans around and we 
don't have to keep altering our schedules to chase everyones needs. Then the public and commercial 
businesses can make there plans around our consistent and reliable schedules just like they do with the 
airlines. With steady and consistent schedules it will be easier to get the sailing schedules printed and 
out to the public in a timely manner since there won*t really be many changes from year to year other 
than seasonal changes on routes. This would also assist in making planning for shipyard dates well in 
advance easier and more cost effective for all involved and effected by these transition periods which at 
times can create great disruption within the system which eventually can have an effect on the public 
and the crew that staff the vessels. Because just like with the airlines it doesrft matter which model 
Boeing 737 we are traveling on for a route between towns it still gets you from A to B. The same 
should go for our ferry schedules. We have a versatile fleet with doubles of many of our vessel types 
which will usually allow for us to always have a vessel to cover a particular run while the sister ship is 
in the shipyard or is in a layup period. So just because the name of the vessel that may cover a particular 
route may change the times and days of the week on the routing and schedule shouldn't. 

Thank you for hearing me out and hopefully you will consider some of my thoughts and ideas for 
creating a viable and workable operating plan that will best serve the needs of the traveling public and 
businesses with consistent, reliable and efficient service along the routes and ports served by the Alaska 
Marine Highway System.

2. In the meantime, the VPSO task force which includes French, Monegan, myself and others will have 

what may be a final meeting on Jan. 18. A meeting that has now been postponed twice due to 
schedule conflicts. I would expect that the end recommendation of the task force will be a request for 
a substantial funding Increase from the state to increase VPSO pay, provide housing assistance and 
improve benefits. 

This is just to give you and Mr. Tibbies a heads up that Sen. French will likely have a lot to say soon about 

public safety on a statewide basis.

APPROPRIATIONS BILL 

As the last act of the year. Congress passed and President Bush signed an omnibus appropriations bill (H,R 
2764) with funding for U.S. Department of Education programs. It includes: 

• $13.9 billion for Tide I grants to local education agencies, an 8.3% increase over fiscal year 2007; 

• $11.8 billion for special education grants; 
1.94 billion to help states improve the quality of their teachers; 
.27 billion for career and technical education grants, a small decrease from FY 2007; and 

$16 billion in Pell Grants for low- and middle-income college undergraduates, a 16.7% increase over 
FY 2007 when funding from both the appropriations bill and the separate Co/kge Cost Reduction and 
Access Act (approved in September) are combined. 



Also, the Reading First program was significantiy cut from $1 billion last year to $393 million this year.

This would feature 
a semi-annual report to the legislature, by the agencies, outlining their performance, and 
a prioritizing of agency functions. For each new budget item, the agency must identify 
the mission and desired results the new item is intended to address . This also applies to 
the 0A and judicial branch. 



SB 198 WIELECHOWSKI AND THOMAS - Extending the statute of limitations for the filing of 
complaints with the Alaska Public Offices Commission involving state election campaigns, 
reducing the period in which an elected candidate may continue to accept contributions; 
limiting the quantity of vmused campaign contributions a candidate may transfer to a 
political party; increasing the penalty for a lobbyist or employer of a lobbyist who fails 
to properly register or file a report; and extending the statute of limitations for 
prosecutions of violations of the Alaska Election Code. SUMMARY: Allows for an 
administrative complaint to be filed within four years (instead of one year) after the 
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date of the alleged violation. It is also retroactive to apply to allegations one-year 
prior to the effective date of the bill. The bill increases the penalty for late filing 
of campaign reports from $10/day to $50/day. There are also aspects to this bill dealing 
with campaign donations that will need further review. I'm not comfortable enough to say 
whether it's too far-reaching. We decided to drop a bill dealing with the statute of 
limitations issue once we realized Wielechowski would have the upper hand on passage. We 
have directed APOC, DOA and Law to help Wielechowski in any way that is needed to craft 
his legislation. 



SB 199 THERRIAULT - Extending the statute of limitations for the filing of complaints with 
the Alaska Public Offices Commission involving state election campaigns. SUMMARY: Allows 
for an administrative complaint to be filed within four years (instead of one year) after 
the date of the alleged violation. 



SB 200 THERRIAULT - Making it a crime for a public servant to fail to report certain 
criminal conduct. SUMMARY: This would make it a Class A misdemeanor and deals with 
coercion, extortion and perjury. 



SB 201 WIELECHOWSKI - Relating to the establishment and maintenance of an Internet website 
providing public finance information; and identifying the information to be available on 
the Internet website. SUMMARY: It sets a date of October 1, 2009 to have the website up 
and running. Annette Kreitzer is working on her response to this bill: ''I will thank the 
Senator for his support of the $40.0 million borrowing authority that I think was in the 
FYOe budget (my office is checking the facts on our response to this) - and that Gov. 
Palin is well on the way to replacing antiquated technology with a more open, transparent 
process. And we look forward to his continued support for these efforts..." 



SB 202 WIELECHOWSKI - Relating to expenditures in aid of or to implement the provisions of 
the federal Real ID Act. SUMMARY: This is a one-liner, stating that "The commissioner of 
public safety and the commissioner of administration may not expend funds in aid of or to 
implement or assist in the implementation of the federal Real ID Act of 2005." 



SB 203 WIELECHOWSKI - Requiring a legislator to abstain from voting on questions affecting 
an enterprise if the legislator or member of the legislator's immediate family has a 
financial interest in the enterprise that is sxibstantial, and requiring a legislator to 
abstain from taking or withholding official action or exerting official influence in 
certain matters in which the legislator's action or influence could benefit another 
person. SUMMARY: This one should be controversial as it has seemingly far-reaching 
implications for those legislators with family members that have ties to certain 
businesses. It also addresses undue influence which would seem to be difficult to prove. 
Law will have to further review this bill. 



SB 215 HUGGINS - Relating to issuance of identification cards and to issuance of driver »s 
licenses; and providing for an effective date. SUMMARY: This attempts to prevent illegal 
immigrants from obtaining a driver's license.

The Department of Administration has advised us of the following changes to travel 
reimbursements effective January 1, 2008. 

The mileage reimbursement rate has been increased to $.505 per mile, concurrent 
with the change to the IRS standard mileage rate. 

Travelers who are in travel status for more than 12 hours but not in travel status 
overnight will still be entitled to a meal and incidental expense allowance (M&IE) if 
they are in travel status for at least three consecutive hours during a meal period, 
but these payments will now be included as taxable compensation on employee W-2s 
in accordance with direction received from the Internal Revenue Service. Travel 
reimbursements for same day travel for M85IE allowances will be processed through 
payroll. 

Travelers who wish to avoid a tax consequence as a result of same day travel M8bIE 
allowance should indicate on their TA that no per diem is requested. There are no 
changes to other expense reimbursements related to same day travel. Those 
reimbursements will continue to be processed by the travel section.

This is a very difficult email to send. I'd like to ask the State of 
Alaska's Attorney General's office to investigate the circumstances 
involving a murder of a 14 year boy in Dillingham by another 14 year 



old.

I've always been suspcious of how this happened, but, yesterday 
flight from Dillingham to Anchorage I heard through a foster parent 



that the 14 year old suspect ( Privileged or Per) was in the state of 



Alaska's custody at the time he killed the victim. I heard rumor 
previously this is the case, but, I think this warrants an independent 
review from the Attorney General's office. 



The suspect ( Privileged or Pen) was on a home visit to his mother's 



house {where the state previously removed him from) smd the mother was 
intoxicated & allowed the child to drink alcohol when the murder 
occurred. It's a horrible situation in which the State of Alaska 
needs to be accountable for -- there's people working in positions 
that made decisions that allowed this horrific event to take place and 
we need someone to step in from outside of Dillingham to review it. 
The family of the victim is from a village and I'm sure has no idea of 
the circumstances of the case and aren't red-tape savvy to inquire 



themselves . 



The homicide occurred in June of 2007. I think 



there's people in Dillingham keeping things 'hush hush' to protect 
their jobs. 



I also ask the Attorney General to investigate how the case is 
proceeding. My suggestion is that the Attorney General's Office 
request an entire copy of the court files involving Privileged or Persd 
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(both the Child in Need of Aid Case & the Deliguency Case) from the 
court. Then I think the AG should get a copy of the District 
Attorney's files and then copies of the Office of Children's Services 
Files on Privileged or Pers and her mother. He should spring it on 



everyone at the same time S:, I think this warrants a visit from an 
Independent Investigator from the AG's office to visit Dillingham, 



Our community is majorly dysfuncitonal and this is a true sign of the 
dysfunction that I saw as 12 years when I was the Clerk of Court and 
Peputy Magistrate in Dillingham. My 14 year old daughter RoxAnn 
attended school with the suspect and the poor child never had a chance 
in life. It's a sad, sad day in the State of Alaska when the children 
we're supposed to be protecting and in state custody take the life of 
another in a black out alcoholic state.

Gov. Sarah Palin justified her opposition to listing polar bears under the Endangered Species Act In 

the Daily News ("Alaska takes seriously its Job of protecting polar bears," Dec. 18). She believes 

polar bears should be conserved, but ESA is not the way to address climate change. Her position 

was criticized by Kassie Slegel (Dec. 24), Diane Pleninger (Dec. 26) and Jean Kollantai (Jan. 3). 

I agree with Gov. Palin that it is inappropriate to use the ESA of one country for one species to 

address globai climate change. 

Also, consider the role of federal and state government, Pleninger believes the state has no 

decision-making role for ESA. It is true that federal biologists have monopolized the writing, 

reviewing and editing of ESA documents, but states are supposed to get special consideration and 

all citizens can participate. 

Federal jurisdiction is actually inappropriate considering the 10th Amendment to the U.S. 

Constitution: 

"The powers not delegated to the United States by the Constitution, nor prohibited by it to the 

States, are reserved to the States respectively, or to the people." 

Wildlife management is properly relegated to the states. The ESA is sometimes justified under the 

interstate commerce clause of the Constitution, but this is contrived. Regardless, in the United 

States, polar bears occur in only one state, Alaska, so even the ICC justification is invalid in this 

case. The governor is doing her duty by exercising state jurisdiction.

Good morning Mr. Hoizman 

You are correct we are holding a workshop on Tuesday, the 8^ from 6PM to 8PM to work on the Willow Lake use 
plan. And yes, the department has the authority under applicable statute to "take" property as you say under the 
aegis of safety of aviation. While this is an option available to the department (it's available for acquisition of 
lands for roads, utilities, trails^ public fecilitles, etc) the department has looked directly at this scenario and has 
determined that it is not in the best interest of the State to fomnally establish runways on the lake because to do 
so would require runways being established on all water bodies owned or operated by the State, thus we are not 
going to pursue this option. You asked if the State's "taking" would impact non-lake front owners. Yes, it could. 
Not only is there a transitional surface that affects those immediately on the lake but the approaches (safety 
areas) extend beyond the end of each runway to approximately 1 ,000 feet with a width of approximately 
500" (250' to either side of runway centerline). This distance could be increased depending on category of 
navigational aid or aircraft. Because the department will not pursue acquisition of private property to support 
runways on the lake, we have not asked our engineers to give us a detailed plat showing what lands could be 
affected. 

I appreciate your suggestion Mike about giving the management authority over the lake back to DNR. As you are 
aware, the State has committed the entire airport holdings under a federal grant; Federal Aviation Administration, 
Airport Improvement Program. Under this program, the State signed a "grant assurances" document that requires 
the State to uphold all the provisions of the grant One such provision Is that we not take or permit any action 
which would deprive the department of any of the rights and powers necessary to perform any or all of the terms, 
conditions, and assurances in the grant agreement It goes on to say that the department will not transfer or 
dispose of our title or other interest in the property that has been committed under the grant Further, we are 
party to contracts (leases) with aviation users on the lake that DNR hasn't authority (they don't have authority 
under statute to operate an aviation facility, that right falls under DOT under AS 02 AeronauticsV 

You mentioned that DOT has few choices to maintain safety but many requirements and liabiltUes. While this is 
true, we are trying to establish a parity and mutual respect between lake users. I believe that there are options 
and altematives that may not give everyone, whether aviation or recreational, the same freedoin of actions as 
once they enjoyed but sufficient freedom of use that everyone will continue to be able to use and enjoy the lake 
but be more cognizant of other categories of use. This is where a lake use plan comes into effect. The 
attainment of success will be dependant on everyone working together and not at cross purposes. 

Tve checked with Central Region and was told that the letters were mailed December 31®^ The public notices 
were distributed the same day. IVe attached a copy of ^e draft plan. Thanks for taking the time to write me and 
expressing your views. See you at the meeting.

Thank you for taking the time to write expressing your view about Willow Lake and a lake use plan. While 
I personally agree that the issues between aviation and recreational use of the lake could be fixed at the 
local level, the comments I have received indicate that there is a need for clear standards for lake use that 
will be known by everyone. We appreciate the fact that there hasn't been an accident on Willow Lake 
between a watercraft and an aircraft. However, as you have been on the lake for 18 years, I believe you 
can attest to the fact that there is a considerable increase In lake use by both recreational users and 
aircraft. Until a few years ago, the amount of comments we received in complaint of one user or another 
was very few and far between. The number and amount of complaints we received each year for the last 
three years indicates that there are problems that must be addressed. It was offered at a public meeting 
that a lake use plan be developed. There is merit to that suggestion. 

Over the initial years of compliant, the State supported resolution of the issues by the users. However, 
resolution hasn't happened. When there isn't a middle ground that everyone is willing to accept, and 
safety has become compromised, it is the responsibility of the State, as owner of the lake to initiate action 
that will lead to resolution. Thus, we will work toward implementing a use plan. The focus of the 
workshop tomorrow will be multi-use. I anticipate a few more such meeting between now and the start of 
the summer season, when a plan will be implemented, 

I checked with Central Region and was informed that letters were mailed December 31. and a public 
notice was published and posted the same day. I guess you could say Gary that our motives are to 
develop a safe operating environment for all users of Willow Lake and I hope you will be a participant in 
achieving ^is goal by attending this and follow-up workshops. Again, thanks for writing and expressing 
your views.

Dear Governor Palin, 

AInnost three months ago I sent the email beiow and these three attachments requesting 
State action to cover the emergency response costs being experienced in Kivalina. I 
have had no formal response and there does not appear to have been a state disaster 
declaration. 

Alaska Village Electric Cooperative has spent $570,000 to respond to the September 
13/14, 2008 stomns, culminating in relocating 10 of its 13 tanks to an area deemed to be 
safer than their prior location. AVEC does not have the financial wherewithal to simply 
absorb an operating expense of this magnitude and we have repeatedly requested 
assistance from the State, with no results. 

There appears to be a perception that, because AVEC is a cooperative serving 53 
villages, we should be able to incur an expense such as this and spread the cost 
between all 53 villages. The question that must be posed is - if this had happened in 
Buckland or Deering, would the local electric utility be expected to absorb such a cost? 
The answer is - no, not only could they not do that, they would simply have been unable 
to accomplish the tank move and, no doubt, the State would have stepped in and done 
it for them. 

There is no justification for treating AVEC any differently that any other small local 
essential service provider that is under threat. The State of Alaska and the US Coast 
Guard summoned AVEC to a meeting in late September and essentially directed us to 
proceed with moving the tank farm. Two weeks earlier, the Coast Guard informed 
AVEC that our 100,000 gallons of fuel were an imminent threat to the community due to 
the rapidly eroding shoreline adjacent to the tank farm. At that time, our fuel supplier 
had already been contacted by ADEC and the USCG to explore the possibility of 
removing the fuel from the community. AVEC was willing to remove the fuel, but it could 
not have been brought back to the community again by barge. At that time, the 
Department of Homeland Security informed AVEC that we could be liable for million of 
dollars in damages should our actions precipitate an evacuation of the community and 
the USCG informed us that we could be liable for millions of dollars in cleanup costs 
should our fuel be spilled due to beach erosion. Relocation pf the tank farm was 
deemed by the USCG, ADEC and DHS to be the best course of action. Assurances 
(verbal, of course) were given that State disaster funds would be forthcoming. 
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AVEC has been placed in an extremely uncomfortable position by the lack of action at the 
State level. Our only source of operating funds is from our membership. This project provided 
no benefit to anyone other than those residing in Kivalina and our board will have to consider 
recovering the costs from the electric consumers in Kivalina. This will mean a surcharge of 
about 50 cents a kilowatthour for all electricity sold in Kivalina over the next 12 months. 

I think it is unreasonable of the State of Alaska to not step up to the plate in a case like this 
where a bona fide disaster existed and continued to unfold. The community of Kivalina has 
responded to the best of their ability, as has AVEC. We should not be left holding the bag!

I am a proud mother of a soldier, my only son who is 18, is also my hunting partner of 
many years, I am a former Md. DNR Ranger /Naturalist, and a lady hunter. My son and I are 
grateful for our ability to walk to and from our hunts, enjoy all the beauty and peace of 
mind we find in the wilderness. We decided to share our abilities and recentlty started a 
program here in Maryland, called " Huntin' Buddy's " for disabled troops. An idea one year 
ago, one that has changed our lives, 

I am the founder and coordinator of this volunteer service we provide to help our troops 
that are so badly injured to hunt again, most of which were hunting prior to deployment. 
We have gone to Army hospitals and met many soldiers, I arrange hunts, transportation, 
lunch, woodland camo. clothing by donations, and depend on our volunteers to arrive ready 
to help. We have had several deer and goose hunts in 07^ with some patients who are 
amputees. We carry them into woodlands and marsh, and lakesides, form groups and sit next 
to the soldiers during our hunts. They love getting outdoors again and feeling safe with 
our groups, I also assist them to handle bows and firearms again with their disabilities 
on target ranges. However, Maryland Game laws are written so that these troops have to 
take Hunter safety and buy a Md. license, which would only be used on a very minimum 
basis, some only once. They are still active duty, patients in a hospital, under therapy 
and rehab. They are from other s 
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tates, So far, I have taken our troops out in the field with the understanding that they 
cannot hold a weapon during a hunt. (I find this to be unusual after they just fought for 
our country, and lost limbs in the process.) . Many more civilians, business owners and 
all walks of life have joined "Huntin* Buddy's" to help. How would I get some kind of 
special exception permit made for our disabled soldiers ?

I just recieved a phone call from Cam Toohey regarding their drilling plans for 2008. I 
wish it were better news . 



Due to complications with their air permit as well as the \xncertain outcome at the 9th 
Circuit on their drilling plan. Shell will only commit one drill ship to 2008. The second 
one will be used in the lower 48. 



The reason they are making this move is to ensure that if they run into permitting and/or 
legal challenges, they can still get support from their corporate leadership for 2009. If 
they don't make this move, they are fearful that they would have spent almost $600 million 
with nothing to show for it but seismic data. Dry holes would be one thing, but nothing 
is unacceptable. 
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Ttie consequence here is that the drilling that would most likely occur would be shallower 
and result in a longer period of time before they would know or be able to develop any 
discoveries. That means a year further from the real economic benefits in the form of 
jobs, but also a year further from increased throughput in TAPS. It is the increased TAPS 
throughput that affects the State's bottom line--to the tune of $65 million annually. 



Shell does intend to stick around. They are still going to commit one drill ship to the 
Beaufort, they will continue their seismic program {and research), and they are still very 
interested in the Chukchi lease sale next month. Of course, they are still extremely 
interested in Point Thomson! 



Also, Cam mentioned that Marvin Yodum would still like to catch up with you over the phone 
regarding a variety of issues, including their vision of LNG's place in the development of 
Alaska gas.

Mr Stroman; 

Thankyou for your response to my E-mail dated 1-04-2008. 

1 can see by your E-mail that you are starting to see the magnitude of what is happening to Willow Lake. 
Mr. Stroman, IF DOT maintains authority under the SAFETY OF AVIATION, you need to contact the 
FAA and insure you are complying with all regulations set forth by Vne FAA flight standards office and 
the PAR'S (Federal Aviation Regulations) . Willow Lake is very small. You do not have as many 
alternatives and options that you would on a larger Lake. You say that DOT does not wish to take 
property, and designate runways at this time in best interest of the State. Instead, you are accepting 
Liability for altitude violations for all approach and departures for 360 degrees around the lake over 
populated areas. Should an accident accure, and it be proven that DOT had authority under SAFETY 
OF AVIATION and knowledge of non compliance of ANY regulation set forth by the FAA Flite 
Standards, or FARS and made no effort to comply for any reason, would not only be LIABLE, but after a 
pe^^od of time could be considered criminal. 

Mr. Stroman, When you made indications of property seizures under SAFETY OF AVIATION at your 
first meeting, and many times since. You brought real estate law into effect. Property owners must 
notify potential buyers of the possible seizure of their property or face possible legal consequences. 
Whether or not the state implements the seizure, makes no difference. DOT authority under SAFETY 
OF AVIATION (if maintained) may require seizure of property. It may not be a choice. The property 
owners have a right to know if their property is in jeopardy under SAFETY OF AVIATION. So once 
again I ask. Specifically which pieces of real estate on and around Willow Lake are under the threat of 
seizure by the state?. 

I am aware of ( Federal grants, airport improvenr>ent programs, grant assurances, leases, etc.) that DOT 
is party to. Research, documentation and communications with many state offices and the FAA is 
beginning to indicate that Willow Lake itself may not have effect or technically be connected with any 
programs connected to Wiltow Airport (Airport Improvement Program).The FAA has varified that they 
have no interest or investment in Willow Lake. Therefore any grant moneys that DOT has received for 
Willow Airport are specific to the upland Airport and have nothing to do with Willow Lake, This is an 
avenue that you yourself might persue if you are truly interested in the best use, and best interest of 
state lands. 

As far as the DOT leases located on the upland shores of Willow Lake, these uplands are part of ILMT 
ADL 22488. Willow Lake (the water surface of the lake is under ILMT ADL 1 8600, So relinquishment 
of ADL 18500 would not involve DOTs upland leases(ie, Willow Air Taxi).

Good morning Mr. Hoizman 

You are correct we are holding a workshop on Tuesday, the 8*^ from 6PM to 8PM to work on the Willow Lake 
gse plan. And yes, the department has the authority under applicable statute to "take" property as you say 
under the aegis of safety of aviation. While this is an option available to the department (its available for 
acquisition of lands for roads, utilities, trails, public facilities, etc) the department has looked directly at this 
scenario and has determined that it is not in the best interest of the State to formally establish runways on the 
lake because to do so would require runways being established on all water bodies owned or operated by the 
State, thus we are not going to pursue this option. You asked if the Staters "taking" would impact non-lake 
front owners. Yes, it could. Not only is there a transitional surface that affects those immediately on the lake 
but the approaches (safety areas) extend beyond the end of each runway to approximately 1,000 feet with a 
width of approximately 500" (250* to either side of runway centerline). This distance could be increased 
depending on category of navigational aid or aircraft. Because the department will not pursue acquisition of 
private property to support runways on the lake, we have not asked our engineers to give us a detailed plat 
showing what lands could be affected. 

I appreciate your suggestion Mike about giving the management authority over the lake back to DNR. As you 
are aware, the State has committed the entire airport holdings under a federal grant; Federal Aviation 
Administration, Airport Improvement Program. Under this program, the State signed a "grant assurances" 
document that requires the State to uphold ail the provisions of the grant One such provision is that we not 
take or permit any action which would deprive the department of any of the rights and powers necessary to 
perform any or all of the terms, conditions, and assurances in the grant agreement, it goes on to say that the 
department will not transfer or dispose of our title or other interest In the property that has been committed 
under the grant. Further, we are party to contracts (leases) with aviation users on the lake that DNR hasn't 
authority (they don't have authority under statute to operate an aviation facility, that right falls under DOT 
under AS 02 Aeronautics ). 

You mentioned that DOT has few choices to maintain safety but many requirements and liabilities. While this 
is true, we are trying to establish a parity and mutual respect between lake users. I believe that there are 
options and attematives that may not give everyone, whether aviation or recreational, the same freedom of 
actions as once they enjoyed but sufficient freedom of use that everyone will continue to be able to use and 
enjoy the lake but be more cognizant of other categories of use. This is where a lake use plan comes into 
effect. The attainment of success wilt be dependant on everyone working together and not at cross purposes. 

I've checked with Central Region and was told that the letters were mailed December 31^1 The public notices 
were distributed the same day. I've attached a copy of the draft plan. Thanks for taking the time to write me 
and expressing your views. See you at the meeting.

2. SUPREME COURT DECLINES REVIEW OF SUPERFUND RULING 
AGAINST CANADIAN MINING GIANT 

In a closely watched case, the US Supreme Court declined to intervene 
in a case involving Canadian mining giant Teck Cominco which has been 
held subject to U.S. Superfund law for polluting the Columbia River in 
the Pacific Northwest, Last year, a federal appeals court ruled that the 
company, based in Vancouver, British Columbia, would have to pay a 
share of an estimated $1 billion to dean up Lake Roosevelt, a 150-mrle 
stretch of the upper Columbia River behind the Grand Coulee Dam. The 
U.S. Environmental Protection Agency has charged that for nearly 90 
years, the company's lead and zinc smelter complex 10 miles north of 
the US border leached heavy metals and slag into the river. Teck 
Cominco asked the justices to overturn the appeals court ruling, arguing 
that US Superfund law does not apply to a Canadian company 
discharging hazardous waste unless It had "arranged" for the

3. COURT ORDERS FORMER WASTE MANAGEMENT EXEC TO PAY 
$4M FOR SECURITIES FRAUD 

A federal district court judge ordered former Waste Management Inc. 
chief financial officer James E. Koenig to pay $4 million after a jury found 
that he committed 60 securities laws violations ovQr a frve-year period. 
The final judgment, entered on Dec, 21, requires Koenig to pay more 
than $4 million in disgorgement, prejudgment interest and civil penalties 
and permanently bars him from acting as an officer or director of a 
public company. The Securities and Exchange Commission alleged in its 
complaint that from 1992 to 1997, Koenig and others engaged in a 
"systematic scheme to falsify and misrepresent Waste Management's 
financial results with profits being overstated by $1.7 billion." Part of 
that scheme involved overstating the expected life of landfills and other 
assets so that current amortization and replacement costs would appear 
much lower. The jury found Koenig liable for securities fraud, falsifying 
company books and records, lying to auditors and aiding and abettingthe

Randy Rauro and I met with former Govemor Hickel, Malcolm Roberts, Wally Hickel III, Mr. Aglieti 
and Mr. Crom about their plans for The Alaska School of Law. Their concept is different from what I had 
expected. It is not a result of Mr. Wickersham's interest In a law school. To the contrary, they propose a 
private law school. Aglieti and his partners (including Mr. Crom) are the prime organizers of a proposal 
for a law school. They have obtained the Hickel family endorsement because of their proposed three key 
policy "institutes" which would promote studies of 1) Native law, 2) environmental law and 3) the common 
ownership philosophy of Alaska , They envision a starting student body of 35-50. A starting faculty of 2 
plus a dean for a total of three people. They say they have unsuccessfully approached the University four 
years ago and were shot down because the University expected costs in excess of 40 million. They 
believe that the university is too institutionally biased to support it. Aglieti has talked to Wickersham but 
not to the point where they are working together. 

Aglieti claims they are seeking no money, just support or at least no opposition. Their project is 
premised on the assumption that the supreme court would pass a rule allowing students at a non- 
accredited law school to take the bar. If we oppose this project they betieve it would kill the project 

There is some ambiguity about the for profit status of the enterprise. Aglieti said they started as a for 
profit law school. Then they applied to change it, however, it is not clear from his answer whether it 
actually is a non-profit at this point 

Randy and I are going to read their materials and meet next week to review our opinions on this. 
Then we will get back to you. 

If it is truly a concept for which they only seek neutrality or an endorsement then it Is quite different 
from embracing a school that would cost millions. I will report back after 1 meet again with Randy.

I and other Alaskans have spent a lot of time trying to xinderstand why the Palin 
administration would announce publicly that it was going to drastically cut the earmarks 
the state seeks from our congressional delegation. It makes no sense to us. By doing it so 
publicly, she may have jeopardized all other existing federal funding for Alaska. 



The Palin administration says earmarks make Alaska look bad. However, an earmark is 
nothing more than a word for special projects. And because our infrastructure needs eons 
to catch up with the rest of the nation just to bring us into some sort of parity, we need 
many special projects. 



Palin 's cutback on earmark requests (or special projects) will make it even more difficult 
to make things happen in Washington, D.C., and it's already very difficult indeed.

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We elected our congressional delegation to go to Washington, D.Cr to fight for funding 
for our state. It would seem that Palings negative portrayal of the process has the 
potential to harm Alaskans stability and its future. 

On the one hand, Palin wants to tax the hell out of our biggest industries. At the same 
time, we need fvmding for infrastructure, health, education and public safety. By casting 
a shadow over all of it, she has now put so much of what we need at risk. Surely she 
doesn't think the state can pay for everything?

WASHINGTON -— The administration of Gov. Sarah Palin is betting on Canadian pipeline giant 
TransCanada to deliver on the state's long-held dream of developing a pipeline to carry 
North Slope natural gas to markets in the Lower 48. 

Critics of the plan argue it's a nonstarter without the participation of at least one of 
the three major oil companies that hold the rights to most of the 35 trillion cubic feet 
of proven gas reserves stranded at the northern edge of the state. 

If the major gas owners — Exxon Mobil, BP and ConocoPhillips — don't agree to ship their 
gas in the pipeline, opponents say, TransCanada won't be able to finance the multibillion 
project. 

Tony Palmer, TransCanada' s vice president of Alaska operations, says his company has 
considered a number of scenarios to make the $26 billion project a success, including 
offering shippers an equity stake and the possibility of the federal government assuming a 
larger role in the pipeline. 

"^We think we can put forth an attractive offer to customers to entice them into taking 
shipping commitments in the pipeline," Palmer said. 

State officials have for years insisted that rising natural gas prices make a pipeline 
project economical, and projections by TransCanada seem to support that conclusion. The 
Calgary-based company estimates the three major gas owners combined would earn, on 
average, a3:>out $8.3 billion a year, after taxes and royalties, .simply by sending their gas 
to market through the pipeline. 

"We think the project is in the money," Palmer said. 

TransCanada based its estimate on a U.S. Energy Information Administration projected gas 
price at the Alberta hub of $5,18 per million British thermal units in today's dollars. 
The estimate assumes production costs of $1.50 per Mmbtu. 

Natural gas prices at the Alberta hub closed Wednesday at $7,28 per Mmbtu. 

Exxon, BP and Conoco, which hold the rights to 90 percent of the region's gas reserves, 
have said they won't sign on to a pipeline project without first reaching an agreement 
with the state on gas taxes. The companies want a guarantee the state won't raise gas 
taxes xintil they've recovered their investment in the pipeline. 

Legislators have rejected previous attempts to freeze taxes as unconstitutional. 

Calls for comment to Exxon and BP officials were not returned in time for this article. A 
spokeswoman for ConocoPhillips declined to comment on the TransCanada proposal. 

Palmer said TransCanada would work with the gas owners to get them to participate in the 
project. 

Among the enticements TransCanada is proposing is a plan to offer participants in the 
initial open season — the event at which gas owners can commit their gas to the pipeline 
— the opportunity to take an equity position in the project. It's an appeal designed to 
align the interests of TransCanada, the state and potential shippers, Palmer said, 

TransCanada has also asked the U.S. Department of Energy to consider changes to the $18 
billion federal loan guarantee, which Congress approved in 2004, to protect shippers 
against potential cost overruns. Under the plan, any capital expense over the final cost 
estimate for the pipeline would not be considered by federal regulators in setting 

2' 
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transportation charges on the pipeline, which would protect shippers from higher than 
expected tariffs. 

TransCanada would be able to recoup the cost overruns through a shipping surcharge only if 
gas prices were above a certain threshold. 

"We're prepared to take some of the risks of the project in order to advance it," Palmer 
said. '*We hope that will convince the companies to participate." 

The question of whether any of the North Slope producers will agree to use the pipeline to 
transport their gas to market could be answered sooner rather than later. TransCanada has 

proposed holding an initial open season in 2009 — two years earlier than required by 
state law. 

Drue Pearce, federal coordinator for the Alaska pipeline project, said TransCanada ' s 
proposal could provide the leverage necessary to convince the gas owners to participate. 

"TransCanada' s plan, if they become the state's licensee and partner, will put the 
producers on the spot in 2009 during the binding open season," she said. 

Challenges 

Andrew Halcro, a former state lawmaker who ran for governor as an independent in 2006, has 
been an outspoken critic of Palin and her efforts to get a gas pipeline built. 

Halcro believes the TransCanada proposal should have been disqualified because, in his 
view, it failed to comply with the Alaska Gasline Inducement Act, or AGIA, the law that 
set out the state's criteria for qualified projects. 

As an example, Halcro points to a provision in the application that states TransCanada may 
seek to establish a "mechanism through which the U.S. government would assume some or all 
of the initial risk of the project by acting as a bridge shipper." 

"The way it's worded in TransCanada ' s proposal is that there are additional requirements 
that fall outside the scope of AGIA and should have disqualified it," Halcro said, 

Joe Balash, special assistant on oil and gas issues to the governor, brushed aside 
Halcro' s criticism, saying the onetime lawmaker failed to review the full application. 

"All he did was read the executive summary," Balash said. "If you go through the meat of 
the application, it's very clear that they have met the requirements of AGIA, without any 
qualifications or conditions." 

The administration asked applicants to provide alternatives in case the project ran into 
roadblocks. TransCanada provided them, Balash said. 

"They had clearly put a lot of thought into the various contingencies and scenarios that 
might unfold here," he said. "We now have an opportunity to go in and determine whether we 
like their plan." 

Most importantly, Balash said, TransCanada is committed to pursuing pipeline certification 
by the Federal Energy Regulatory Commission, or FERC, regardless of whether an open season 
is successful. 

Wild card 

As for the possibility that Congress might need to use the muscle of the federal treasury 
to advance the pipeline, Balash called it "intriguing" but said the application did not 
provide many details. He said the administration would delve deeper into the issue as the 
evaluation proceeds. 

Palmer said the idea of Congress acting as a "bridge- shipper" would only happen if the gas 
owners failed to bid for pipeline capacity during the open season. Under such a scenario. 
Congress would cover the pipeline's transportation fees until shippers agreed to send 
their gas through the pipeline. 
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**It is a way to ensure that the process would proceed," Palmer said. 

Halcro said he doesn't believe the U.S. government would agree to assume the risk of the 
shipping commitments. 

**I can't imagine a Democratically led Congress backstopping Exxon Mobil, ConocoPhillips, 
BP and a Canadian pipeline company, " he said. "Especially while Alaska has $40 billion in 
the bank . " 

Aides to Alas)ca Republicans Rep, Don Young and Sens. Ted Stevens and Lisa Murkowski said 
the delegation is committed to helping advance a pipeline project, but they declined to 
comment specifically on the TransCanada proposal until it has officially been selected by 
the state. 

FERC would follow the direction of whatever statutes Congress decides to adopt, a 
spokeswoman for the commission said. 

Congressional aides said it would be unprecedented in recent history for the federal 
government to act as a backstop for a massive infrastructure project. 

Congress made similar public investments in infrastructure projects during World War II, 
but its focus over the past 60 years has been on promoting private enterprise. 

Aides point to the stalled FutureGen project, a public -private partnership to develop 
clean- coal technology that has been plagued with cost overruns, as an example of federal 
government's lack of appetite for investing in massive projects. 

Congress also balked at efforts in 2003 to set a $2 floor for national natural gas prices 
for the Alaska project. 

There's also concern among some members of Congress that the state is engaged in a game of 
chicken with the producers that could end up being dragged through the courts for years, 
aides said. 

The state has long told Congress to stay out of its way on the pipeline, and now it could 
be in for a rude reception if it comes hat-in-hand asking for help, aides said, 

Pearce remains optimistic that Congress will support the state when the time comes. 

"Since leaders in both parties believe the commercialization of Alaska's North Slope gas 
is vital to our economic security, the support of D.C. is likely to continue," she said. 
'''If the state and TransCanada are forced to come to D.C. to request additional federal 
assistance. Congress and the new administration will look at the situation at that time. 

""The playing field may well look much different than it looks today." 

State officials point out that the gas owners are bound, under the terms of their leases, 
by a duty to produce when it is economically feasible. The Palin administration believes 
that comes once a project reaches open season. Gas owners that fail to participate could 
face state revocation of their leases, Balash said. 

The state is already in the process of stripping the massive Point Thomson unit, which 
holds a third of the area's proven reserves, from operator Exxon.

Dear All, 



Nikolski placed a fuel order in July and has yet to receive the 
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delivery. The lack of fuel has stopped community projects, threatened 
property and the health of community members, and created an economic 
emergency due to the use of dedicated monies to charter in small amounts 
of very expensive fuel. To date, the Nikolski IRA has incurred over 
$48,000 of expenses in drums of fuel and a total of 8 air and marine 
charters. As of the last update, the barge was circling near Nikolski, 
awaiting a weather break. 



We are sorry to report that the situation in Nikolski has only worsened. 
The barge left Nikolski without delivering fuel on Tuesday night, 
reportedly due to weather. The barge will service Cold Bay and 
Perryville before returning to fuel Nikolski. The earliest possible 
delivery would be January 18th but likely later due to forecasted 
weather. An additional problem are the undelivered heavy equipment 
repair parts that were on the barge, leaving air service unsecured as 
the runway cannot be properly cleared. 



The community will need more fuel before the new delivery date estimate, 
as a number of homes are out of heating oil and the power plant is using 
more fuel than recently as homes are being heated with electric heaters. 
APIA is currently working with Nikolski to arrange another small boat 
delivery of between 17 and 24 drums. APIA will meet with Delta Western 
this afternoon to plan for the interim response. 



Please note, the financial situation for Nikolski has not been resolved, 
and there are no new funding sources to provide emergency fuel to the 
village. The cost of the boat charter and fuel is about $10,000. 
Nikolski Tribal Government has exhausted their available operations 
funds and is now spending out the funds needed to support the staff of 
local government for 2008. 



We will be looking for the assistance of state, federal, and private 
entities to help respond to this crisis.

ISER Research Matters No. 27. Understanding Alaska's Remote Rural Economy 
January 11,2008 

A new ISER publication describes an economy unlike that anyplace else in the United States: the 
economy of the vast remote region of northern and western Alaska. At 395,000 square miles, the remote 
rural region is large enough to hold Japan, Germany, and Great Britain. Yet only about 60,000 people live 
there, and most households keep themselves going with a mix of cash, subsistence, sharing, and non- 
cash trading. That's a woiid away from the state's urban economy, and under standard measures like 
income the remote rural economy lags far behind. 

Over the years there have been many efforts to improve that economy. But the new paper by ISER 
economist Scott Goldsmith argues that standard measures can't capture ait the economic activity in a 
region where subsistence and non-cash trading play such important parts. Also, there are many gaps in 
the available data. This new paper offers the most comprehensive picture possible, based on available 
data—and at the same time identifies other information that could improve the picture and make 
economic development efforts more effective. 



Most of the state's natural resource wealth is produced in remote rural areas— about $17 billion 
worth in 2006 — but more than 90% of that wealth bypasses the remote economy. It is government 
that directly or indirectly accounts for almost all (perhaps as much as 90%) of the income of 
regional residents. Local benefits from resource production— through local resource taxes, jobs, 

and activities of Alaska Native regional corporations— are concentrated in a few areas. 

A big share of the money that does come into the remote rural economy quickly leaks out again, 
because so many of thje workers (an estimated 

40%) are non-locals who spend their paychecks elsewhere, and because residents and local 
businesses buy many things outside the region. Of the estimated $2.35 billion that entered the 
remote rural economy as a result of natural resource production and govemment spending in 

2006, about $1 billion quickly leaked out to other areas. 

Official employment figures underestimate the time residents of remote areas spend working, 
because they can't take into account time spent in subsistence activities and the informal 
economy. If such time could be included, employment would be larger than published data show 

and would have a more complex seasonal pattern. 

Thousands of young people in remote areas will soon reach working age, and that growth in the 

labor force, combined with the constraints on the types of cash jobs the economy can support, will 
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create special challenges for residents. To find jobs, many will need to get specialized training, comnnute to 
jobs, or move to areas with more jobs. 
• There are opportunities for economic growth in remote areas. But importing goods and services will 
continue to be expensive, and future government spending will be constrained. Cash will continue to be 
scarce, and subsistence and informal economic activities will continue to be extremely valuable.

Enclosed is a link to the Anchorage Daily News article regarding the lawsuit filed by two very 
young men; they endured sickening foster care and the death of another child in the foster care 
home with them. May God have mercy. The young men are now suing for 1 million dollars, 
their lives are permanently damaged, and I hope that finances ease their burdens and futures into 
adulthood life. I was a CASA (Court Appointed Special Advocate) and I was terminated from 
my volunteer position, after I wrote a letter to inform the Governor, and explain to her, the abuse 
I witnessed of a tiny-toddler in CCS foster care, and the lack of action; the 18th month young 
child, was hit with a dish-rag, shaken, and threatened to be, " locked-away and put-away." No 
one, to date, has done much. I was faced with a "pull- up-the-draw-bridges" reaction, which 
included my suspension & termination (vrtthout interviewing me), lack of OCS making a sincere 
and timely investigation , allowing the children to remain in the foster home at all times, an 
intake report which was inaccurately / falsely documented, a police investigation thwarted by 
OCS (" we will take care of it") a Pediatricimi^s statement to OCS, a month before my report, 
wherein the Physician clearly states, " to remove the children from the foster-care home, no child 
should be in that foster home," the doctor's warning and words were never heeded. The litany 
truly goes on... I witnessed this abuse on September 10, 2007. After writing to the Governor, I 
was told by OCS and OPA not to have contact with the boys while they investigated, as a CASA, 
I was literally silenced. I have been passed from one individual to another, I have been slandered 
by personal derogatory commentary made about me by OCS workers, the foster mother has been 
protected, and my allegations were determined," unsubstantiated " (even though my husband also 
stepped-up to the door and saw the shaking;' and other witnesses have seen bruises/ laceration 
damage & inappropriate verbal commentary to the child by the foster mother). I can not 
fathom ... why... I do not understand, in this day and age, why children still suffer at the hands of 
" the system," and adults behave as they do. I do not understand how grown adults can have 
more concern for their job / pay check, than to take appropriate action and to do the right thing. I 
can not understand, " throwing a whistle-blower under the bus," or pulling-up the draw-bridges 
on the truth. I learned enough from VECO to record my findings. 
Children's health,safety and lives are the issue here; not files, covering malfeasance within 
organizations,lies, disingenuous reports,egos,holiday time-off ,paychecks,passing-the- 
buck,shutting-out,shutting-down, or swaying the Judges. I have witnessed, experienced,seen with 
my own eyes. ...a tiny child being hurt, abused,assaulted....and no one, NO ONE, has stepped-up 
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to the plate to safely place the child and his infant brother out of harms way ( even though their Native 
American grandmother desperately wants them). Today's news covers the story of the beautiful child 
who died, and the money which others now seek. If you can do anything, to stop the silence and 
condoning of our society's treatment of children, please do so. Why does the heartless, crime- 
filled, unnecessary story still continue for yet more children?

I just spoke with Ashley Reed and Kim Hutchinson (two of the three people who represented 
Gillam in our discussions, the 3rd being Atty Jeff Feldman) . Neither knew who leaked the 
draft documents, although when I pressed them they agreed that it may have been Art 
Haclcney, who works as Gillam 's Public Relations' representative. I pressed them on this 
issue because over the weekend I had heard that Art Hackney told Rhonda Boyles about our 
discussions, and Rhonda immediately told a mining community rep. Ashley told me this 
morning he was asked by KTUU to comment on whether there had been "negotiations" and he 
refused to do so, stating he advised KTUU that his refusal to comment should not be 
construed as a confirmation nor a denial. He said that at that time KTUU was simply 
probing and didn't seem to know much and certainly didn't have a copy of the draft. 
Therefore he contends they got ahold of more info subsequently. At the end of our 
conversation Ashley told me that if we (the Administration) wanted him to make a statement 
to the press he would be happy to say whatever we liked, as long as it was "remotely like 
the truth". He restated his appreciation that we "gave them so much time and made a real 
effort". I told Ashley I would get back to him on this. When I told Ashley that the news 
reported that we approached them, Ashley agreed that is not how it occurred, nor was this 
ever about keeping issues from a vote of the people. Rather, it was looking for possible 
solutions to a. perception problem, including Gillam 's perception that Alaska's permitting 
process is inadequate. Or as Tom said to KTUU, we were looking for the "art of the 
possible" or "common ground". Tom also told KTUU. Lthis is what DNR does, regularly. We. 
are geared to listen to Alaskans and try and resolve conflicts, whether they are on 
permitting, land management or some other issue. In this case Pebble and the initiatives 
are very important in the state. Both sides put problems, goals and solutions on the

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table looking for a resolution. In this case eveiryone should conclude one sicje asked for 
too much and one side wasn't willing to give more, so the discussions stopped".

Also, I am 
so sorry this effort has taken a negative path, as it was totally about seeing if we could 
make something helpful out of some problems.

Nikolski Fuel Crisis Update - January 14th, 2008 



Dear All: 



APIA, APICDA, and Delta Western are still working together to attempt a 
fuel delivery to Nikolski. The marine charter did not go this weekend, 
due to weather. The rest of the week does not look promising either, as 
hurricane force winds are expected tonight, with the tail end of the 
storm near the end of the week. 



Nikolski estimates that the electricity should make it for a few days 
but have taken the last nine drums to the power plant. When the school 
is open and the clinic is heated by electric heaters, both generators 
are needed and the fuel usage can be as high as 150 gallons a day. Other 
homes out of heating oil are also heating with electricity. 



Today, we are looking into an air charter, but this situation is 
bankrupting the community which will soon be without the jobs to run the 
community. The funding will only cover one or two more efforts. Let 
today's cold weather remind us how fortunate we are and how undeserving 
Nikolski is of this preventable situation. 
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A new update will follow upon new information, at least by Tuesday. 
Thank you for your attention and interest and please let me know if you 
need any more information.
